10 So the Edomites revolted from under th 


the hand of Judah unto this day. The ſame 
time aljo did.Libnah revolt from under his 
hand ; becauſe he had forſaken the LORD 
God of his fathers. : i 

11 Moreover, he made high places in the 
mountains of Judah, and cauſed the inha- 
bitants of ;Jeruſalem to commit fornicati- 
on, and compelled Judah hereto. : 

12 J And there came a writing to him 
from Elijah the prophet, ſaying, Thus 
faith the LoRD God of David thy father, 
Becauſe thou haſt not walked in the ways 
of Jehoſhaphat thy father, nor in the ways 
of Aſa king of Judah, . 

13 But haſt walked in the way of the 
kings of Iſtael, and haſt made Judah and 
the inhabitants of Jeruſalem to go a who- 
ring, like to the whoredoms of the houſe of 
Ahab, and alſo haſt ſlain thy brethren of thy

14 Behold, with a great plague will the

So Ahaziah the ſon of Jehoram king 
of Judah reigned, a 

2 Forty and two years old was Ahaziak 
when be began to reign, and he reigned 
one year in jeruſalem: his mothers name 
alſo was Athaliah che daughter of Omri. 

3 He alſo walked in the ways of the 
houſe of Ahab: for his mother was his 
counſeller to do wickedly.. 

4 Wherefore he did evil in the fight of 
the LoRD, like the houſe of Ahab: for 
ey were his counſellers after the death of 
his father, to his deſtruction. 

5 J He walked alſo after their counſel, 
and went with Jehoram the ſon of Ahab 


king of Iſrael, to war againſt Hazael king 
of Syria, at Ramoth-gilead : and the Syri- 


ans ſmote Joram. | 

6 And he returned to be healed in Jezreel, 
becauſe of the wounds which were given 
him at Ramah,when he fought with Hazael 
king of Syria. And Azariah the ſon of Je- 
horam king of Judah, went down to fee Je- 
horam the ſon of Ahab at Jezreel, becauſe 
he was fick. 

7 And the deſtruction of Ahaziah was of 
God by coming to Joram : for when he was 
come, he went out with Jehoram againſt 
N the ſon of Nimſhi, whom the Lo 

anointed to cut off the houſe of Ahab. 

8 And it came to paſs that when Jehu 
was executing judgment upon the houſe of _ 
Ahab, and found the princes of Judah, anal 
the ſons of the brethren of Ahaziah, that 
miniſtred to Ahaziah, he ſlew them. 

9 And he ſought Ahaziah : and they 
caught him ( for he was hid in Samaria } 
and brought him to Jehu: and when the 
had ſlain him, they buried him, becauſe 
( ſaid they) he 75 the ſon of Jehoſhaphaty 
who ſought the LORD with all his heart. 
So the houſe of Ahaziah had no power to 
keep ſtill the kingdom. ; 

10 J But when Athaliah the mother of 
Ahaziah ſaw that her ſon was dead, ſhe a- 
roſe, and deſtroyed all the ſeed royal of the 
houſe of Judah, N 

11 But Jehoſhabeath the daughter of the 
king, took Joaſh the ſon of Ahaziah, and 
ſtole him from among the kings ſons that 
were ſlain, and put him and his nurſe in a 
bed-chamber. So J-hoſhabcath the daugh- 
ter of king Jehoram, the wife of Jehoiada 
the prieſt (for ſhe was the ſiſter of Aha- 
Ziah ) hid him from Athaliah, ſo that ſhe 
flew him not. 

12 And he was with them hid in the 
houſe of God fix years, and Athalian reign- 
ed over the land. ; 

1 Fehoiada maketh Foaſh king, 12, Atha= 
iah is ſlain. 16 Fehojada reftoreth the 
worſhip of God. 
Nd in the ſeventh year Jehoiada 
ſtrengthened himſelf, and took the cap- 
tains of hundreds, Azariah the ſon of Jero- 
ham, and Iſhmael the ton of Jehohanan, and

2 And they went about in Judah, and

3 And all the congregation made a cove- 
naht with the king in the houſe of God: 
and he ſaid unto them, Behold, the kings 
Jon ſhall reign, as the LORD hath ſaid of 
the ſons of David. i 
4 This is the thing that ye ſhall do; A 
third part of you entring on the ſabbath, 
of the prieſts and of the Levites, all be 
porters of the doors; 
5 And a third part ſhall be at the 8 
Houſe ; and a third part at the gate of the 
Foundation : and all rhe people Hall be in 
the courts of the houſe of the LoRD. 
6 But let none come into the houſe of the 
LoRD, ſave the prieſts, and they that mi- 
niſter of the Levites, they ſhall go in, for 
they are holy : but all the people ſhall 
keep the watch of the LoRD. 

- 7 And the Levites ſhall compaſs the king 
round about, every man with his weapons 
In bis hand, and whoſoever elſe cometh in- 
to tae houſe, he ſhall be put to death: but 
he you with the king when he cometh in, 
ar? when he goeth out, 

8 So the Levites and all Judah did ac- 
cording to all things that Jehoiada the prieſt 
Had commanded, and took every man his 
anen that were to come in on the ſabbath, 
with them that were to go ert on the ſab- 
Þath : for Jehoiada the prieſt diſmiſſed not 
the courſes. . 

9 Moreover, Jchoiada the pr ieſt delivered 
to the captains of hundreds, fpears, and 
bucklers, and ſhields, that had been king 
Davids, which were in the houſe of God. 

Io And he ſet all the e eee (every man 
Having his weapon in his hand) from the 
right tide of the temple to the left fide of 
the temple, along by the altar and the tem- 
ple, by the king round about. 

11 Then they brought out the kings ſon, 
and put upon him the crown, and gave him 
the teſtimony, and made him king : and 

Jehoiada and his ſons anointed him, and 
faid, God ſave the king. 

12 J Now when Athaliah heard the 
Noiſe of the people running and praiſing 
the * ſne came to the people into the 
Houſe of the LORD, 

13 And ſhe looked, and behold, the king 
ſtood at his pillar, at the entring in, and 
the princes, and the trumpets by the king : 
and all the people of the land rejoyced, and 
founded with trumpets, alſo the fingers 
with inſtruments of muſick; and ſuch as 
taught to fing praiſe.

16 J And Jehoijada made a covenant be- 
tween him, and between all the people, 


and between the king, that tñey ſhould be 


the LORDs people. 
17 Then all the people went to the houſe 
of Vaal, and brake it down, and brake his 
altars, and his images in pieces, and flew 
Mattan the prieſt of Baal before the altars. 
18 Alſo Jehoiada appointed the offices of 
the houſe of the LORD by the hand ef the 
rieſts the Levites, whom David had di- 
ributed in the houſe of the LORD, to 
offer the burnt-offerings of the LORD, as 
2 7 ae! of Moſes, with 
rejoycing and wi ing, as it was or- 
ab oy; David. wo 


19 And he ſet the porters at the gates of 


the houſe of the LoRD, that none which 
was unclean in any thing.ſhould enter in. 
20 And hetook the captains of hundreds, 


and the nobles, and the governors of the 


Proper: and all the people of the land, and 
rought down the king from the houſe of 
the LORD : and they came through the 
high gate into the kings houſe, and ſet the 
king upon the throne of the kingdom. 

_ 21 And all the people of the land re- 
Joyced : and the city was quiet, after that 
they had ſlain Atkatiah with the ſword, ©

3 And Jehoiada took for him two wives,

5 And he gathered together the prieſts and 
the Levites, and ſaid to them, Go out unto 
the cities of Judah, and gather of all Iſrael 
money to repair the houſe of your God from 
year to year, and ſee that ye haſte the mat - 
ter: howbeit, the Levites haſtened it not.

gate of the houſe of the LORD. : 

9 And they made a proclamation through

of God laid upotfIfrael in the wilderneſs. 

10 And all the princes, and all the peo- 
ple rejoyced, and brought in, and caſt into 
the cheſt, wzlil they had made an _ A

11 Now it came to pals, that at what 
time the cheſt was brought unto the kings 
office, by the hand of the Levites; and 
when they ſaw that there wat much money: 
the kings ſcribe, and the high p ieſts officer 
came and emptied the cheſt, and took it, 
aud carried it to his place again. Thus 


they did day by day, and gathered money 


in abundance. 
12 And the king and Jehoiada gave it to 
ſach as did the work of the ſervice of the 


houſe of the LoRD. and hired maſons and 


an urge to repair the houſe of the LORD, 
and alſo ſuch as wronght iron and braſs to 
mend the houſe of the LORD. 

I3 So the workmen wrought, and the 
work was perfected by them, and they 
fet the houſe of God in his ſtate, and 
ſtrengthened it. 

14 And when they had finiſhed it, they 
brought the reſt of the money before the 
king and Jehoiada, whereof were made veſ- 
ſels for the houſe of the LORD, even veſſels 
to miniſter, and ro offer withal, and 

oons and veſſels of gold and filver: and 


they offered burnt-offerin2s in the houſe of 


the LORD continually, all the days of Je- 
hoiada. x 

15 J Nut ſehoi da waxed old, and was 
full of days whcn he died; an hundred and 
thirty years old was he when he died. 

16 And they buried him in the city of 
David among the kings, becauſe he had 
done good in Iſrael, both towards God and 
towards his houſe. 

17 Now after the death of Jchoĩada, came 
the princes of Jud eh, and made obeiſance to 
the king: then the king hearkenedunto them. 

18 And. they left the houſe of the LORD 
God of their fathers, and ſerved groves and 
idols: and wrath came upon ” nn and Je- 
ruſalem for this their treſpaſs. 

19 Vet he ſent prophets to them, to bring 
them again unto the LORN, and they teſtified 
agai nit them: but they would not give ear. 

20 And tꝭe ſpirit of Go! came upon Ze- 
chariah the ſon of Jehoiada the pricſt, 
which ſtood above the 5 and ſaid unto 
them, Thus faith God, Why tranſgreſs ye 
the commandments of the LoRp, that ye 
cannot proſper ? becauſe ye have forſaken 
the LORD, he hath alſo forſaken you, 

21 And they conſpired againſt hm, and 
ſtoned him with ſtones at the command- 
ment of the king, in the court of the houſe 
of the LorD. 

22 Thus ſoaſh the king remembered not 
the kindneſs which Jehoiada his father had 
done to him, but flew his fon: and when 
he died, he ſaid, The LORD look upon it, 
and require it. 

23 J And it came to paſs at the end of 
the year, that the hoſt of Syria came up 
againſt him: and they came to Judah and 
Jeruſalem, and deſtroyed all the princes of 
the people from among the ones and ſent 
all the ſpoil of them unto the king of Da- 
maſcus, 

24 For the army of the Syrians came with 
a ſmall company of men, and the LoRD 
delivered a very great hoſt into their hand,

they buried him not in the ſepulchres of 
the kings. | 

26 And theſe are they that conſpired a- 
gain him; Zabad the ſon of Shimeathf 
an Ammoniteſs, and Jehozabad the ſon of 
Shimrith a Moaditeſs. 

27 J Now cencerning his fons, and the 
greatneſs of the burdens laid upon him, and 
the repairing of the houſe of God, behold, 
they are written in the ſtory of the book of 
the kings. And Amaziah his ſon reigned 
in his ſtead.

2 And he did that which was right im 
the ſight of the LORD, but not with a per- 
fect heart. | : 

3 Now it came to paſs, when the king- 
dom was eſtabliſhed to him, that he flew 
his ſervants that had killed the king his 
father. ; 

4 But he flew not their children, but dia 
as it is Written in the law in the book af 
Moſes, where the LORD commanded, fay- 
ing, The fathers ſhail not die for the chil- 
dren, neither ſhall the children die for the 
mas, but every man ſha!l die for his own.

15 Wherefore the anger of the LorD 
was kindled againſt Amaziah, and he ſent 
unto him a prophet, which ſaid unto him, 
Why haſt thou ſought after the gods of the 
people, which could not deliver their own 
people ont of thine hand ? : 

- 16 Aud it came to paſs as he talked with 
him, that he king ſaid unto him, Art thou 
made of the kings counſel ? forbear; why 
mouldeſt thou be ſmitten? Then the =o: 
t forbare, and faid, I know that God 
th determined to deſtroy thee, becauſe 
thou haſt done this, and haſt not hearkened 
unto my counſel, _ 

17 Then Amaziah king of Judah took 
advice, and ſcnt to Joaſh the ſon of Jehoa- 
Haz, the ſon of Jehu king of Iſrael, ſaying, 
Come, let us ſee one another in the face, 

18 And Joaſh king of Iſrael ſent to Ama - 
2iah king of Judah, ſaying, The thiſtle that 
was in Lebanon ſent to the cedar that was 
in Lebanon, ſaying, Give thy daughter to 
my ſon to wife : and there paſſed by a 
wild beaſt that was in Lebanon, and trode 
down the thiſtle. 

19 Thou ſayeſt, Lo thou haſt ſmitten the 
Edomites, and thine heart lifteth thee up to 
boaſt : abide now at home, why ſhouldeft 
thou meddle to thine hurt, that thou ſhouldeſt 
fall, eren thou, and Judah with thee? 

20 But Amaziah would not hear, for it 
eame of God, that he might deliver them 
into the hand of their enemies, becauſe they 
ſought after the gods of Edom. 

21 80 Joaſh the king of Iſrael went up, 
and they ſaw one another in the face, both 
he and Amaziah king of Judah, at Beth- 
ſhemeſh, which belongeth to Judah.

God of Iirael at ]cruſalem : for they had 
not done it of a long time in /ucl fort as it. 
was written. 

© So the poſts went with the letters from 
the king and his princes, throughout all Iſ- 
rac] and Judah, and according to the com- 
mandment of the King, ſay ing, Ye children 
of Iſiael, turn again unto the LORD God of 
Abraham, Iſaac, and Iſrael, and he will re- 
turn to the remnant of you, that are eſcaped 
out of the hald of the ings of Aſſyr ia.

out of all Judah and Benjamin, in Ephraim 
alſo and Manaſſeh, until they had utterly 


deſtroyed them all. Then all the children. 


of Iſrael returned every man to his poſſeſ - 
fon into their own cities. 


2 J And Hezekiah appointed the courſes- 
of the prieſts, and the Levites after their 


courſes, every man according to his ſer- 
vice, the prieſts and Levites for burnt- 
offerings, and for \ ac che ry to minis» 
ſter and to give thanks, and. to praiſe in 
the gates of the tents of the LORD. 

3. He apprinted alſo the kings portion of 
bis ſubſtance, for the burnt-offerings, to toit, 
for the morning andevening burnt-offerings, 
and the burnt-offerings for the ſabbaths, and 
for the new · moons, and for the ſet feaſts, 
as it is written in the law of the LORD. 

Moreover, he commanded the people 
that dwelt in Jeruſalem, togive the portion

17 Both to the genealogy of the prieſts 
by the houſe of their fathers, and the Le- 
vites from twenty years old and upward, in - 
their Charges by their courſes: 

18 And to the genealogy of all their lit- 
dle ones, their wives, and their ſons, and 
their daughters, through all the congrega- 
tion: for in their ſet office they ſanctiſied 
themſelves in holineſs. ; 

19 Alſo of the ſons of Aaron the prieſts 
which were in the fields of the ſuburbs of 
their Cities, in every ſeveral city, the men 
that were expreſſed by name, to give porti- 
ons to all the males among the pricſts, and 
to all that were reckoned by genealogies, 
among the Levites. 

20 J And thus did Hezekiah throughout 
all Judah, and wrote t hat which was good 
and right and truth before the LORD his God. 

21 And in every work that he began in 
the ſecvice of the houſe of God, and in the 
law, and in the commandments to ſeek 


land, ſaying, Why ſhould- the kings of 
Afyria come, and find much water ? :

6 And he ſet captains of war over the 
people, and gathered them together to him

7 Be ſtrong and courageous, be not a- 
fraid, nor diſmayed for the king of Aſſyria, 
nor for all the multitude that it? with hims 
for there be more with us, than with him. 

8 With him i- an arm of fleſh, but with 
vs 7s the LORD our God, to help us, and to 
fight our battles. And the people reſted 
themſelves upon the words of Hezekiah - 
king of Judah. ; : 

q After this did Sennacherib king of 
adyri ſend his ſervants to Jeruſalem (but 
he himſelf laid ſexe inſt l. achiſh, and all 
his power with him) unto Hezekiah king 
of Judah, and unto all Judah that were at 
Jeruſalem, faying, 

10 Thus ſaith Sennacherih king of Aſſy- 
ria, Whereon do ye truſt, that ye abide in 
the ſiege in Jeruſalem? _ 

11 Doth not Hezebiab”perſwade you to 
give over your ſelves to die by famine and 
by thirſt, ſaying, The LoRD our God ſhall © 
deliver us out of the hand of the king of 
Aﬀyria ? 

12 Hxh not the ſame Hezekiah taken 
away his high places, and his altars, and 
commanded Judah, and Jeruſalem, ſaying, 
Ye ſhall worſhip before one altar, and burn 
incenſe upon it? 

13 Know ye not what I and my fatherg 
have done unto all the people of other lands ? 
were the gods of the nations of thoſe lands 


any ways able'to deliver their lands out of 


mine hand ? | 

14 Who was there among all the gods off 
thoſe nations, that my fathers utterly de- 
ſtroyed. that could deliver his people out of 
mine hand, that your God mould be able to 
daliver vou out of mine hand? 


| 15 Now ther fore let notgHezekiah de- 
his God, he did it with all his heart, and ceive you, nor i

21 J And the LORD ſent an angel, which 
Cut off all the mighty men of valour, and 
the leaders and Cn in the camp of the 
King of Aſſyria: ſo he returned with ſhame

treaſur ies for ſilver, and for gold, and for 
recious ſtones, and for ſpices, and for 
lis, and for all manner of pleaſant 
ewels; 
J 23 Store houſes alſo for the increaſe of 
corn, and wine, and oil; and ftalls for all 
manner of beaſts, and cotes for focks, 
29 Moreover, he provided him cities, and 
poſſeſſions of flocks, and herds in abun- 


dance: for God had given bim ſubſtance- 


very much. 

30 This ſame Hezekiah alſo ſtopped the 
upper water: courſe of Gihon, and brought 
it itraight down to the weſt - ſide of the city 
of David. And Hezekiah proſpered in all

32 J Now the reſt of the acts of Heze- 
kiah, and his goodneſs, behold, they are 
written in the viſion of Iſaiah the prophet, 
the ſon ef Amoz, and in the book of the 
kings of Judah and Iſrael. 8 

33 And Hezekiah flept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the chiefeſt of the 
ſepulchres of the ſons of David : andail Ju- 
dah and the inhabitants of Jeruſalem did 
him honour at his death: and Manafſeh 
his ſon reigned in his ſtead. 

CHAP. XXXIII. 

1 Manaſeh his wicked reign : 11 He 11 
carried into Babylin : 12 Upon his prayer 
he is releaſed: 20 Amon ſucceedeth him: 
21 He being ſlain by his own ſervants, 
25 Fofiah ſucceedeth him. 

Anaſſeh was twelve years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned fifty 
and five years in Jeruſalem: 

2 But did that which was evil in the ſight 
of the LoRD, like unto the abominations 
of the heathen, whom the LoRD had caſt 
out before the children of Iſrael. 

3 J For he built again the high places, 
which Hezekiah his father had broken 
down, and he reared up altars for Baalim, 
and made groves,. and. worſhipped all the 
hoſt of heaven, and ſerved them. 

4 Alſo he built altars in the houſe of he 
LORD, whereof the LORD had faid, In je- 
ruſalem ſhall my name be for ever. 

5 And he built altars for all the hoſt of 
heaven, in the two courts of the houſe of 
the LorD. Re 

6 And he caufed his children to paſs 
through the fire in the valley of the ſon 
of Hinnom : alſo he obſerved times, and 
uſed inchantments,. and uſed witchcraft, 
and dealt with a familiar ſpirit, and wiih 
Wizards: he wrought much evil in the fight 
of the LORD, to provoke him to anger. 

7 And he ſet a carved image (the idol 
which he had made) in the houſe of God, 
of which God had faid to David, and to 
Solomon his ſon, In this houſe, and in je- 
ruſalem, which I bave choſen before all the 
tribes of Ifrael, will I put my name for ever. 

8 Neither will 1 any more remove the 
foot of Iſrael from out of the land which I 
have appointed for your fathers ; ſo that 
they will take heed to do all that I have 
commanded them, according to the whole 
law, and the ſtatutes, and the ordinances by 
the hand of Moſes. : 

9 So Manafſeh made Judah and the inha- 
bitants of jeruſalem to err, and to do worſe 
than the heathen, whom the LoRD had de- 
ſtroyed before the children of Iſrael. 

10 And the LORD ſpake to Manaſſeh, and 
to his people: but they would not hearken. 

Ii J Wherefore the Lo brought upon 
them the captains of the hoſt of the king 
of Aſſyria, which took Manaſſeh among 
the thorns, and bound him with fetters, 
and carried him to Babylon. 

12 And when he was in affliction, he 
beſought the LORD his God, and humbled 
3 greatly before the Cod of bis fa- 
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and repentance, 
13 And rope unto him, and he was 
entreated of him, and heard his ſupplicati- 


on, and brought him again to Jeruſalem 


into. his kingdom. Then Manaſſeh knew 
that the LORD he was God. : 
14 Now after this, he built a wall with; 


out the city of David on the weſt»fide of 


Gihon, in the valley, even to the entring 
fiſh-gate, and compaſſed about 
Ophel, and raiſed it up a very great height, 
and put captains of war in all the fenced 
cities of Judah. b 

15 And he took away the ſtrange gods, 
and the idol out of the houſe of the LORD, 
and all the altars that he had built in the 
mount of the houſe of the LoRD, and in 
Jeruſalem, and caſt them out of the city. 

16 And he repaired the altar of the LORD, 
and ſacrificed thereon peace-offerings, and 
thank-offerings, and cemmanded Judah to 
ſerve the LORD God of Iſrael, 


17 Nevertheleſs, the people did ſacrifice 
ſtill in the high places, yet unto the LORD 


their God only. 

18 ¶ Now the reſt of the acts of Manaſſeh, 
and his prayer unto his God, and the 
words of the ſeers that ſpake to him in the 
name of the LORD God of Iſrael, behold, 

are written. in the book of the kings 
of liracl. : 

19 His prayer alſo, and how God was en- 
treated of him, and all his fin, and his treſ- 
paſs, and the places wherein he built high 
places, and ſet up groves and graven images 
before he was humbled: behold, they are 
written among the ings of the ſeers. 

20 J So Manaſſeh ſlept with his fathers, 


and they buried him in his own houſe: and 
Amon his ſon reigned in his ſtead. 


21 J Amon was two and twenty years 
o'd, when he began to reign, and reigned 
two years in Jerulalem. | 

22 But he did that which was evil in the 
fight of the LorD, as did Manaſſeh his 
father: for Amon ſacrificed unto all the 
carved images, which Manaſſeh his father 
had made, and ſerved them; 

23 And humbled not himſelf before the 
LoRD, as Manaſſeh his father had humbled 
himſclf;butAmon treſpaſſed more and more. 

24 And hisſervants conſpired againſt him, 
and flew him in his own houſe. 

25 4 But the people of the land flew all 
them that had 5 . againſt king Amon, 
and the people of the land made Joſiah his 
ſon king in his ſtead.

11 Even to the attificers and builders gave 
they it, to buy hewn ſtone, and timber for 
couplings, and to floor the houſes which 
the kings of Judah had daſtroyed.

and the overſcers of them were Jatath, and 
Obadiah, the Levites, of the ſons of Me- 
rari; and Zechariah, and Meſhullam, of 
the ions of the Kohathites, to fet it for- 
ward; and other of the Levites, all that 
could skill of initruments of muſick.

17 Aud they have gathered together the 
money that waz found in the houſe of the 
LORD, and have delivered it into the hand 
of the overſeers, and to the hand of the

19 And it came to paſs when the king 
had heard the words of the law, that he 
rent his clothes. . 

20 And the king commanded Hilkiah, and 


Ahikam the ſon of Shaphan; and Abdon the 


ſon of Micah, and Shaphan the ſcribe, and 
Aſaiah a ſervant of the kings, ſaying, 

21 Go, enquire of the LoRD for me, and 
for them that are left in Iſrael,and in Judah, 


concerning the words of the book that is 


found: for great is the wrath of the LORD 
that is poured out upon us, becauſe our fa- 
thers have not kept the word of the LoRD, 
to do after all that is written in this book. 
22 And Hilkiah, and they that th- king 


had appointed, went to Huldah the prophe -

o And the king went up into the houſe 
the LORD, and all the men cf Judah, and 
the inhabitants of Jeruſalem, and the prieits, 
and the Levites, and all the people, great 
and ſmall: and he read in their ears all the 
words of the book of the covenant, that 
was fou;'d in the houſe. of the LORD. 
31 And the king ſtood in his place; and

ments.and his teſtimonies, and his ſtatutes, 


"with all his heart, and with all his ſoul, to 


perform the words of 5 covekant which 


are Wrinten in this book.

28 And when they heard theſe ſayings, 
they were full of wrath, and cried out, ſay- 
ing, Great js Diana of the Epheſians. 

29 And the whole city was filled with 
confuſion: and having caught Gaius, and 
Ariftarchus, men of Macedonia, Pauls com- 
panions in travel, they ruſhed with one ac- 
cord into the theatre. |

bread, Pan! preached unto them, ready to

8 And there were many lights in the up- 
per chamber where they were gathered to- 
-gether.'  ; - 155 
* And there ſat in a window a certain 
young man.namedEutychus,being fallen in- 
to a deep ſleep: and as Paul was * 3 
ell down 

from the third loft, and was taken up dead. 
- 10 And Paul went down, and fell on 
him, andembracing him, ſaid, Trouble not 
your ſelves ; for his life is in him. 

xt When he therefore was come up a- 
gain, and had broken bread, and eaten, and 
talked a long while, even till break of day, 
ſo he departed. \ 

12 And they brought the young man a- 
live, and were not a little comforted. 

13 T And we went before to ſhip, and 
ſailed unto Aſſos, there intending to take 
in Paul: for ſo had he appointed, minding 


himſelf to go afot. 


14 And when he met with us at Aſſos, 
we took him in, and came to Mitylene. 

15 And we ſailed chence, and came the next 
day over againſt Chios; and the next day we 
arrived at Samos, and tarried at Trogyllium; 
and the next day we came to Miletus. 

16 For Paul had determined to fail hy E- 
pheſus, becaufe he would not ſpend the time 
in Aſia: for he haſted, if it were poſſible for 
him, to be at Jeruſalem the day of Pentecoſt. 
17 FT And from Miletus he fent to Ephe- 

Jus, and called the elders of the ch

chap. x Paul foretelleth i falſe teachers. 


18 And when they were come to him 
he faid unto them, Ye know, from the nnd 
day that I came into Afia, after what man- 
ner I have been with you at all ſeaſons, 

19 Serving the Lord with all humility 
of mind, and with many tears, and temp a- 
tions which befel mg by the lying it wait 
of the Jews: | 

20 And how I kept back nothing that 
was profitable unto you, but have ſhewed 
you, and have taught you publickly, and 
from houſe to houle, | 

21 Teftifying both to the Jews, and alſo 
to the Greeks, repentance toward God, and 
faith toward our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 7 

22 And now behold, I go bound in the 
ſpirit unto Jeruſatem, not knowing the 
things that ſhall befall me there: 

23 Save that the holy Ghoſt witneſſeth 
in every City, ſaying, that bonds and af 
flitionsav»ide me. | 

24 But none of theſe things move me, 
neither count I my life dear unto my ſelf, 
ſo that I might finiſh my courſe with joy, 
and the miniſtry, which 1 have received of 
the Lord Jeſus, to teſtify the gofpel of the 
grace of God. 5 

25 Add now behold, I know that ye all, 
amongwhomlI have _ preaching theking- 
dom of God, ſhall ſce my face no more. 

26 Wherefore I take you to record this 
day, that I am pure from the blood of all 
men. 

27 For 1 have not ſhunned to declare 
unto you all the counſel of God. : 

28 JJ Take heed therefore unto 
ſelves, and to all the flock, over the which 
the holy Gholt hath made you overſeers, 
to feed the church of God, which he hath 
purchaſed with his own blood. | 

29 For I know this, that after my de- 
parting ſhall grievous wolves enter in a- 
mong you, not ſparing the flogk.. 

30 Alſo of your own ſelves ſhall men 
ariſe, ſpeaking yore things, to drave-- 
away diſciples after them. : 

31 Therefore watch, and remember that 
by the ſpace of three years, I ceaſed not to 
warnevery one night and day with tears. 

32 And now, brethren, I commend you- 
to God, and to the word of his grace, 
which is able to build you up; and to give 
you an inheritance among all them which 
are ſanctified. 

33 I have coveted no mans ſilver, or gold, 
or apparel. 

34 Lea, you your ſelves know, that thefe 
hands have miniſtred unto my neceſſities, 
and to them that were with me. i 

35 J have ſhewed you all things how-- 
that fo labouring, ye ought to ſupport the 
weak ; and to remember the words of the - 
Lord Jelus, how he ſaid, It is more bleſſed 
to give than to receive. 4 

36 J And when he had thus ſpoken; he 
kneeled down, and prayed with them all. 

37 And they all wept fore, and felÞ on + 
Pauls neck, and kiſſed him, cis 

38 Sorrowing moſt of all for the werds 
which he ſpake, that they ſhould fee hig- 
face no more, And they accompanied him

21 And they are informed of thee that 
thou teacheſt all the Jews which are among 
the Gentiles, to forſake Moſes, ſaying, that 
they ought not to circumcile their children, 


neither to walk after the cuſtoms. 


22 What is it therefore? the multi:ude 
muſt needs come together: for they will 
hear that thou art come. 

23 Do therefore this that we ſay to thee: 
we havefour menwhich have a vow on them; 

24 Them take, and purify thy ielf with 
them, and be at charges wih them, that 
they may ſhave their heads : and all may 
know, that thoſe things whereof they were 
informed concerning thee, are no hinęꝑ, but 
that thou thy ſelf alſo walkeſt orderly, and 
keepeſt the la . : ;

7 And when he had ſo faid, there aroſe a 
diſſenſion between the Phariſees and the Sad - 
ducees: and the multitude was givided. 

8 For the Sadducees fay that there is no 
reſurrection, neither angel nor ſpirit; but 
the Pharifecs confeſs both. by: 5, 4 

9 And there aroſe a grent cry.: and the 
ſeribes that were of the Phariſees part aroſe, 
and ftrove, faying, We find no evil in this 
man: but if a ſpirit or an angel hath ſpoken 
to-him, let us not fight againſt God. | 
10 And wer there aroſe a great diſſen- 
fion, the chief captain fearing leaft Paul 
ould have been pulled in pieces of them, 
commanded the ſoldiers to go down, and to 
take him by force from among them, and 
to bring him into the caſtle. 

"11 And the night following, the Lord ſtood 
by him, and ſaid; Be of good clecr, Paul: 
for as thou haſt teſtified of me in Jeruſalem,

iy, and asked him, What is that thou haſt 
to tell me?

20 And he ſaid, The jews hare agreed 
to deſite thee, that thou wouldeſt bring 
down Paul to morrow into the council, as 
though they would enquire” ſomewhat of 
dim more perfettly,' 

„ But do not thou yield unto them: for 
there lie in wait for him of them more than 
fortymen,which have bound themſelves with

23 And he called unto him two centu- 
riens, lay ing, Make ready two hundred ſol- 
diers to go to Ceſarea, and horſemen three · 
ſcote and ten, and ſpea men two hundred, 
at the third hour of the night.

29 Whom I perceived tobe accuſed of que- 
ſtions of their law, but to bave nothing laid 
to his charge worthy of death or of bonds. 

30 And when it was told me, how that 
the Jews laid wait for the man, I ſcnt 
ſtraightway to thee, and gave command- 
ment to his accuſers alſo, to ſay before thee 
what they had againſt him. Farewel.

NH EU hve days, Ananias the high 

prieſt deſcended with the elders, and 
with a certain orator, named Tertullus, 
who informed the governor againſt Paul. 

2 And when he was called forth, Tertul- 
lus began to accule im, ſaying, See ing that 
by thee we enjoy great quietneſs, and ihat 
_ worthy deeds are done unto this nati- 
on by thy providence, _ 
3. We accept it always, and in all places, 
moſt noble Felix, with all hankfulneſs. 
4 Notwithſtanding, that I be not further te- 
dious unto thee, I pray thee that thou would- 
eſt hear us of thy ciemency a few:words. 

5 For we have found this man a peſtilent 
fellow, and a mover of ſedition among all 
the Jews throughout the world, and a ring- 
leader of the ſet of the Nazarenes: 

6 Who alſo hath gone about to profane 
the temple : whom we took, and would have 
judged according to our law. * 

7 Zut the chief captain Lyſias came up- 
on us, and with great violence took Fim 
away out of out hands _, ie "Ia 


ſon, I will call for thee. 


He anſwereth for himſelf +. 


8 Commanding his accuſers to come un- 


to thee: by examining of whom thy ſelf 
mayeſt take knowledge of all theſe things, 
whereof we accuſe him. 


9 And the Jews alſo aſſented, ſaying, that 
theſe things were (o. 

10 Then Paul, after that the governor had 
beckened unto him to ſpeak, anſwered, For- 
aſmuch as 1 know that thou haſt been of 
many years a Judge nnto this nation. I do 
the more cheerfully anſwer for my ſelf: 

11 Becauſe that thou mayeſt underſtand, 
that there are yet but twelve days fince I 
went up to Jeruſalem for to worſhip. 

12 And they neither found me in the tem- 
ple diſputing with any man, neither raiſing 
up the people, neither in the ſynagogues, 
nor in the city: | ' 

13 Neither can they prove the things 
whereof they now accuſe me, 

14 But this 1 confeis unto thee, that af- 
ter the way which they call hereſy, ſo wor- 
ſhip 1 the God of my fathers, believing all 
things which are written in the law and 
the prophets : | 

15 And have hope towards God, which 
they themſelves alſo allow, that there ſhall 
be a reſurrection of the dead, both of the 
juſt and unjuſt. 

16 And herein do I exerciſe my ſelf to 
have always a conſcience void of offence 
toward God, and toward men. 

17 Now after many; yeags, I came to 
bring alms to my nation, and offerings. 
18 Whereupon certain Jews from Alia 
found me purified in the temple, neither 
with multitude, nor with tumult. 

19 Who ou ht to have been here before 
thee, and object, if they had ought againſt

20 Or elſe let theſe ſame here ſay, if they 
have found any evil doing in me, while I 
ſtood before the council, | 

21 Except it be for this one voice, that 
1 cried ſtanding among them. Touching 
the reſurre&ion of the dead I am called in 
queſtion by you this day. 

22 And when Felix RT theſe things, 
having more perfect knowledge of that way, 
he deferred them, and ſaid, When Lyſias 
the chief captain ſhall come down, I will 
know the uttermoſt of your matter. 

23 And he commanded a centurion to 
keep Paul, and to let him have liberty, and 
that he ſhould forbid none of his acquaint- 
ance to miniſter, or come unto him.
